HE 29th edition of Automobile Facts and Figures 
presents some striking facts on developments in the 
automotive industry during the year 1948. Among 
these are: 

Despite the fact that the United States produced 
5 percent of all passenger cars assembled in the world in 1948 
ind sold all except 6 percent of them in the home market, 
\merican imports of foreign-made cars surpassed all countries 

of the world, except Australia and Union of South Africa. 

More passenger cars were exported by Great Britain 
luring 1948 than were exported by the United States. With the 
ossible exception of the very early years of the industry, this 
; the first time any country has succeeded in selling more cars 
broad than the United States. 

Of the 1871 U. S. firms manufacturing motor vehicles, 
arts and accessories, 30 percent have less than 8 employes 

and 75 percent have less than 100 employes. 93 percent of all 

oncerns engaged in motor vehicle manufacture, distribution, 
epair and operation for-hire have less than 20 employes, 
:ccording to employers’ tax reports under the old age and 
urvivars insurance program. 

California's gain of 580,000 passenger cars over the total 
registered in 1941 is more than the total cars registered in the 
six smallest states—New Mexico, New Hampshire, Vermont, 

Vyoming, Delaware and Nevada. 

6,230 cities and towns above 1000 population are entirely 
lependent on buses and automobiles for passenger trans- 
portation. 

Highway users paid $3,442,000,000 in special Federal, 

tate and city taxes in 1948. 

One out of every seven pay checks issued in thé United 
tates during 1948 went to the 9 million persons employed 
lirectly or indirectly in the manufacture, distribution and 
peration of motor vehicles.
